Pulp unions: Work or defy?

Leaders of two striking jiuip 
unions will meet in Vancouver 
this morning before announc¬ 
ing whether they will defy 
sweeping government back-lo- 
work legislation passed by (he 
Legislature Tuesday. 

Negotiating committees of 
both unions met Thursday 
night and although an official 
of the Pulp, Paper and W kxI- 
workers of Canada (PPWC) 
said that union had reached a 
pueition, he explained that it 
will not be affirmed until the 
union meets this morning with 
officers of the Canadian Pa- 
pei*workers Union (CPU» and 
the B.C. Fcdej*ation of Lalwr 

The federation Tuesday 
night pledged full sui»p<jri (or 


any of its affiliates whi^ de¬ 
cide to defy provincial legisla¬ 
tion ordering about 58,Ul)0 
workei’s inv\dved in the 
forest, supermarket, propane 
and B.C. Rail disputes back lo 
work. 

Under the legislation, which 
has also been condemned by 
(he Canadian Lab^>r Congress, 
all a|)erations affected by tlie 
disputes must resume by 5:‘f0 
p.ni, today. 

Several PPWC locals have 
already indicated they will 


det^ the legislation, at leat^i 
for one day, and Canada Safe¬ 
way stores on the Lower 
.Mainland will nut open until 
Friday morning, more than 12 
l ours after the deadline e.\- 
pires. 

The Harniac local has told 
its members to refuse a call¬ 
back from MacMillan-Bbiedel 
until after <a membership 
meeting Friday and sources 
said Wednesday night other 
locals also liave meetings 
planned Friday. 


^In the supermarket dispute, 
members of the. Canadian 
Fix)d and Allied Workers 
Union iCFAWUi, ropi’cscnl- 
ing meatcutiei'A. and the Ba¬ 
kery and Confectionery Union 
liGgan joint picketing at 
Super-Valu stores in Van- 
couvoi' Wednesday, frustrating 
that company's plan lo have- 
most of Its stores opea this 
morning.

Export 
crude oil 
tax is up 


OTTAVS'A (CP» The e.v 
[jort tax on crude oil shipped 
to the United States will be 
raised by $1.05 a barrel effec¬ 
tive Nov. 1 to match receni 
increases in world oil prices, 
the National Energy Board 
said Wednesday. 

A board spokesman said the 
increase will raise the tax on 
high quality oil to 54..% a bar¬ 
rel fi*om $3.45 and on heavy 
oil to $4 from $2.95. 

The country currently ex¬ 
ports 750.000 baiTels of oil a 
day to refiners in the United 
States. 

The boat'd decision follows 
an announcement late last 
month by the Organl/atfon of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries that its prices would in- 
ciTase Oct. 1 by $1.05 to $11.51 
a barrel from $10.46. 

But. because of transfiorl 
delays, the new OPEC prices 
aren’t expected to affect sales 
in North America until Nov. 
1. 

Under a two-year-old pro¬ 
gram, the federal government 
levies a tax on oil exiiorts to 
cover the difference between 
a frozen domestii- price of $8 
and the higher international 
prices. 

Funds from the tax are 
used to offset the cost of suli- 
sidizing the 800.000 barrels of 
oil imported from the world 
market daily foi; use in east¬ 
ern provinces, lowering its 
price to $8. 

Because of transiwt proli- 
Icnis, oil produced in Alberta 
senses the Canadian market 
west of tile Ottawa River val¬ 
ley and is extK)rtpd to the 
United .States.^^eas- east of 
the valley for supplie.s

Bill 146. the Collective Bar¬ 
gaining Continuation Act. l»e- 
came law Tuesday. It ordered 
a 90- to 104-diiy cfiolingH»rf 
period for four major labor- 
management conflicts and ' 
made it illegal after .5:40 p.m. 
today for forest 'workers, pulp 
and paper workers, propane 
delivery truck drivers. su|ier- 
markel workers and em¬ 
ployees of B.C. Railw'ay in 
strike or be locked out. 

The B.C. Federation «)f 
I..abor has attacked the le-us- 
lalion as "brutal strike¬ 
breaking." and it has pledged 
to fight the new law even m» 
far as advising trade uniiinist.>i 
to defy the new law. 

"I think, perhaps, lhai is a 
resix)nse generated in a 
rather hasty fashion. " King 
said. "I think it's an initial 
resitonse. I believe that the 
B.C. Federation of l.alxjr. as 
a central organization in this 
province, takes its resixmsi- 
bilities seriously. 

"They give leadership not 
only in terms of gtxid trade 
union principles, but also in 
giiod citizenship principle.^. I 
am sure that on reflection and 
further consideration their jki- 
sition will be somewhat modi¬ 
fied." 

With the deadline lor 
workers to be hack on the i->b 
only a few hours away. King ’ 
was asked what action be 
wr^ild lake against wnrkei's oi* 
employers who refused to 
obey the government edict. 

‘iTIiat’s speculating on 
problems that may or niiJy 
not occur." he .said, "f have 
to make the presumption thai 
|)Coplc ai*© going to ros|j(s t the 
law and comply with the laws 
of this province. 

"I think everyone nuisl 
4lemonstrale their respect for 
law and order in this society 
of ours, so I wouldn’t want to 
sfieculate on non-compliance. 
That would pn>bal)ly be in¬ 
flammatory at this lime." 

^ King said the genera! irac- 
tion to the new legislation had 
so far l>een gwxi. 

"It’s a varied reaction." be 
said. "There are certainly 
.wide numbers of people ap¬ 
plauding it, both trade union 
members and trade union.s." 

He admitted, however, lhat 
he had received other calls

(u-e labor negotiations 
reached a critical stage 
Wednesday as union leaders 
rejected a conciliation report 
and Postmasler-Genei'al 
Bryce Mackasey said there 
was litUo rurni left for move¬ 
ment in further contract 
talks. 

Joe X>avidson. president of 
the 22.000-member Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers, said 
at a new-s conference that the 
union would seek backing for 
an effort by its negotiators for 
accei tam-e of its original 
wage and oUier demands. 

Davidson said a strike man¬ 
date reterendum will lie taken 
during the weekend with the 
results 'Tlue in ^iree vir foui' 
dajs. That may mean a na¬ 
tional postal strike as early as 
the ervJ of ne.xt week, al¬ 
though hr did not >ei a si»ecif- 
ic date. 

Thc union asked foi a re* 
.sumption of negotiations with 
the goveiTimenl bargaininc 
team, D.ividson said the union 
would be willing to negotiate 
day and night as long as there 
is progress. 

Mackasey siiid he was 
pleased with tJie conciliation 
rejxirt but was discouraged 
because he could not recom¬ 
mend the union's $3.2G-an- 
hour wage • increase demand 
lo cabinet. 

The postmaster-general said 
the conciliation rei»or1. pre¬ 
pared by .Judge Jean Molsan 
of tlie Quebec Superior Court, 
dealt adequately with what 
the union termed a key issue 
the union's right to bargain 
the adverse effects of automa¬ 
tion. 

The goxernment. lie said, 
would be willing to negfitiate 
the size of weekend and shift

Iirennums but the union would 
have to be realistic about sa¬ 
laries. 

The .Moisan report proposes 
a wage settlement identical to 
that won by. letter carriers 
during negotiations Iasi 
spring. 

The iKistal workers, who 
sort mail and man post office 
wickets, would have their 
h )urly t»ay raised immediately 
by $1 to an av'erage oS about 
S5..59. They would receive a 
further increase of *40 cents an 
hour on Jan. I and 30 cents an 
hour on July 1, 1976. 

The com-iliation report also 
suggests a cost-of-living 
clause, etieciive Jan. 1. which 
would provide a one-cent-an- 
hour raise for each 0.4 rise m 
the consumer price index to a 
maximum of 10 cents eveiY 
ilirce months.

Postal rate jump 
urged by January 


OTTAWA (CPi-Post- 
master-General Brjve Macka¬ 
sey said Wednesday he hoj>ed 
Parliament would raise first- 
class [H»slal rates by two or 
three cents by Januai’y. 

The current rate is eight 
cent.s and Mackasey has said 
several times the rate will 
rise. 

The increase in rates would 
not have an^'tliing to do vvitJi 


the cost of a contract settle¬ 
ment with postal workem. he 
added. The cost of higlier 
wages would be f>aid for by 
increased productivity, He 
said. 

The government now is ne¬ 
gotiating a new contract w ith 
22.000 iwstal workers. 

The last imrease in the 
first-class letter rate came in 
January.

SMITHERS rCPi-Premier 
Barrett said Wednesday he 
will forcefully push one point 
at the Thanksgiving Day con¬ 
ference in Ottawa but he re¬ 
fused to say what it will be. 

"1 feel obliged at this ]H>int 
not lo say anything until I've 
made the profsisal very clear¬ 
ly and ril certainly sjicak on 
It Tuesday when I come 
back." he said. 

The premier criticized 
Prime Minister Trudeau for 
not giving the provinces ad¬ 
vance information on his

wa's plans to deal with it.

Well-scrubbed trees 
grew twice as fast 


LONDON (UPI) - Robert 
Marsham always washed the 
trees in his yard and they 
grew tvvice as fast as un¬ 
scrubbed ones, the Inaga^inc 
Country Life said Wednesday. 

Marksham. bom in 1708, 
lived to nearly 90 at Stratton 
Strawless, a village seven 
miles north of Norwich. The 
Norfolk squire was passionate 
about trees and he was still 
planting them at the age of 
$5. the magazine said. 

^\^^en Marsham was 11, he 


planted an oak and an ash at 
Selbome and wrote to a friend 
that he "flattered himself’ 
that he had increased the 
oak’s growth by washing it* 
trunk daily. 

Marsham recorded his 
washing process as follows. 
"This was done first with 
water and a stiff shoebrush, 
until the tree had been quite 
cleared of moss and dirt. 
Then I only washed it with a 
coarse flannel.” He repeated 


For years, the Norfolk 
squu'e carried out annual 
measui'ements of individual 
trees and sent the statistics to 
the Royal Soc-iety, of which he 
was elected a feUow. 

Marram astonished his 
neighbors by proving that 
almost every type of tree 
would thrive wt poor soils 
of his estate if given pro()er 
care and weished.

THOSE of you who use your heads for 
something other than a hat rack and regard¬ 
less ot your political affiliatums. have bo 
regard the back to work legislation of the 
NDP gov'emment as first class thinking. 

I temper my enthusiasm by pointing out 
the obNious—that such legislation, such go¬ 
verning. should have taken place a long time 
ago. but Preniiier Da\*id Barrett, to his cred¬ 
it. did take tlte Icaip. There can be no que.s- 
lion it was a distasteful decision for him to 
make and. some might argue, a politically 
naive decision. 

REGARDI.ES8 of such side effect fal¬ 
lout. Ban'ett elected to govern rather than be 
a pragmatic politician. TTic labor movment is 
supposedly his bi-ead and butter and he alien- 
/ ated at least part of that support. Yet. on 
the other hand, the feeling is he will balance 
that out through acclaim from those fed up 
to the eyebaJQs with labour unrest of imbridl- 
ed propoiinons.' 

And in case those of labor persuasion 
should forget it, they are in the minority in 
the total make up of the province of British 
Columbia. They are also in the minority 
whOT it comes to spelling out public opinion 
and public opinion has been running stmngiy 
against the chaos created by labors 
management strife. 

THE public is aroused, the public is mad 
and this is precisely the tenor that forced 
Barrett into a decision somewhat alien to the 
NDP i^losophy. 

He saw the writing on the wall, which 
makes him somewhat more perspective than 
certain union leaders who ranted and raved, 
some oif them in anareWstte fashicHi. 

I.eonard Guy is the secretarj-'-treasurer 
of the B.C. Federation of Labor, the single 
most powerful labor man in this province. To 
many, who pay close attention to the labor 
picture, his reaction was predictable. 

MR. GVY pledged his organizatirm’s full 
support to any affiliated union "which re¬ 
fused to capitate and which upholds the 
democratic right to refuse to work under 
compulsion.’* 

It becomes a matter of semantics, but 
what Len Guy said, was. in effect, we will 
back any affiliate that willingly and knowing¬ 


ly breaks tlie law. Some would consider this 
anarchy. 

The new Bill 146 is, in effect, proteclixe 
legislati«i for ALL the citizens British 
Columbia. There are many pieces of legisla¬ 
tion on the books protecting all forms of 
uiliuni.sm and union activity. Now we have 
one small piece protecting, to some e.Menl, 
the populace as a whole. 

AND tlie obdurate Guy, slung to think 
that any government, esiiecially an NDP gov¬ 
ernment, would go against his power, 
preaches defiance. Not remembering, by the 
way. that as Tong as he lives he’ll never have 
more sympathetic understanding than what 
he receives from the present administrati.jn. 
He has. at this ver>’ moment, the best possi¬ 
ble government tie-in. 

Yet he w'ould negate that tie-in with his 
latest outburst. And if you think David Bar¬ 
rett won't remember such disruptive talk, 
have another think. Barrett has a memory 
like an elephant and the Len Guy attack will 
remain with him for a very long time. 

THERE IS the otlier side of the labor 
leadership picture and it spoke with the »ame 
unfettered clarity, only on a positive basis. 

Senator Ed Lawson, of the Teamsters, 
said Barrett'had taken a very bold step that 
required considerable courage. He also said 
his membeis would obey the order. Lawson is 
IVD jotony-come-lately to the labor scene and 
nobody can accuse him of benr^ a .soft touch. 
His members have prospered under his lead¬ 
ership and hav^e done so with a relativ’e 
minimum of strike upset. It’s called responsi¬ 
ble leadership, something that both union and 
management could use a lot more of. 

THE controversial legislation is not a 
magic panacea. It is sib^gap at best and 
certainly there must be some new third 
p.'uiy intervention .sv-stem introduced before 
vve can have real labor peace. 

But takirtg all pointy; int) consideration, it 
is legislation that had to be undertaken. Bar¬ 
rett and his labor minister. Bill King, in- 
tnxiuced il with die greatest of misgivings. 
I’m sure. However, all other considerations 
had to be finally scrapped for the good of the 
province as a whole—regai'dless of what Mr. 
Len Guy thinks. 


King said it was a consciou.s 
decision of the government to 
exclude striking wxirkers in 
the Kraft and B.C. Sugar or¬ 
ganizations from the legisla¬ 
tion. 

^‘There are a variety of 
other disputes underway,’’ he 
said. "Some municipal, some 
local disputes that are now of 
Jong duration, but they can 
hardly be said to be affecting 
the basic economy of the 
province or widespread in the 
numbers of people In the 
terms of the supply of needed 
commodities. 

"The legislation Is not all- 
encompassing, it’s designed to 
deal with four basic industries 
which the government judged 
the main hardships to the peo¬ 
ple of B.C. were flowing 
from."

pi The meeting, according to Canadian Press. 
R^ill give Mr. Trudeau and the new finance min- 

J ster, Donald Macdonald, an opportunity to outline 
•1 llie premici’s a program "to i)Ut the .squeeze on 
^l^-vcrtsive price and wage increases." 

■ ‘ And then the people will be told just what the 
bnvernmenl feels is appropriate action in what Mr. 
I&i-udeau, in an astonisliing understatement, defines 
I "a serious" eebnomic situation. 

But before Iho premiei's — those of whom are 
available — foregather witli Mr. Tiiideau, the fed- 
ral cabinet will hold a last session "to make final 
liccision.s" on a contingency plan that is supposed 
(o have been in readiness for two years. 

Since the federal program will have been final- 
pod before the conference, it is seemingly no more 
than a gesture of politeness that the provincial rep¬ 
resentatives have been summoned to hear the de¬ 
flails. "■ 

In fact, the Canadian Pi'es.s calls ihe nfeeting 
|[iart of a "new. high-profile approach” to the infla¬ 
tion problem after more than four years of bashful

What Mr. Moores meant was that the prov¬ 
inces were prepared to discuss with Ottawa drastic 
measures to meet the econopiic dilemma no matter 
liow painful. It was a declaration of readine.ss for 
joint planning. 

(itlawa has chosen to establish its policy with¬ 
out provincial participation — which was a mis¬ 
take. Provincial leadei's would have been able to 
make a u.seful contribution, each with an intimate 
knowiodge of the difficulties of his own area. 

All jliey will be asked lo do in Ottawa is rob- 
lier-slamp the Tnideau formula — wliatever it mav 
lie. 

Carl Beigie, a leading economi.st as liead of the 
C. D. Howe Research Institute, warned a week ago: 
"The longer' it lakes for the government to an- 
iioimee what it is going to do, the greater the 
problem will be that they are going to have to deal 
with.” 

And what will the answer be? Controls, a 
cross-section of economists agrees, in the price and 
income area, wltli perhaps .some pi-oduction .stimula- 
Iton. in the housing construction industry, for ex¬ 
ample, which would be a good thing for B.C.’s 
forest industry.

Canada, as tli^ Economic 
Council reminded us quite re¬ 
cently. is now the only indu.s- 
trial country in the world with 
no giiaranteed access tu a 
market sufficiently large to 
sustain its pivxluction capaci¬ 
ty. With a (xipulation of 2*2.5 
million, our domestic market 
can absoi-h only a fraction ot 
what we prtxluce. To maintain 
employment’ and standard of 
living at their presenet lesels. 
we must sell a large \x>linue 
of our goods abroad. 

Since tKir production costs 
are among tiie highest in the 
world, the only markel where 
we can sell Ihe bulk of our 
suiTilas [iroducUon is the higli- 
priced y.S. market. 

Many Canadians resent tills 
deiK'ndency f»n the iVmerican 
markel and.see it as a danger 
to • (jur indejiendence. They 
want to t'eduix?^ our neetl for 
expinns soutli of tiie bonler. 


'Ihere are only two ways in 
wiBch it can be done. One is 
to find markets for tiie bulk of 
our surplus pnxlucts over¬ 
seas: the otJier is to keep en¬ 
larging jhe domestic market. 

The first nietJiod would re¬ 
quire a dni.«tic and extremely 
painful oveihaul of our entire 
cost slnichire. To sell the 
bulk of our surplus product* 
in Asia, Africa, I^atin Ameri¬ 
ca. and even in EuroiW, would 
necessitate price (not to men¬ 
tion design and quality*) com- 
Iietitlveness on those relative¬ 
ly kiw-wage markets. In other 
words, our unions would have 
to accept dra.sllc wage cuts 
and everj-Tfne in Canada 
would have to accept a much 
lower siandaixl of living than 
we have rwv. 

It's safe to say that neitiier 
tiie unions nor anyone else 
with any economic and polit- 
cal muscle is ready And will-

eml. Tlie resulting shrinking 
of tJie domestic maiket 
would necessarily miuire 
selling moj-e. not less, of 
our goods south of the 
bnxlor in order t> prevent 
oatastrophio unemployment. 
Beside*, even assuming tiiat 
every single new immigrant 
now becomes a welfare case 
for a wliUe befenv he or she 
finds one of the .fobs no one 
else would take, the new ar¬ 
rival.* have to spend whatever 
assistance they get on keeping 
body and soul together. 'Hial'-s 
not money wasted on luxuries 
or stashed under tlie 
mattress. It’s instantly recy¬ 
cled cash tliat kee])S quite a 
few jobs going for “old” Ca¬ 
nadians. 

On closer examination, the 
seemingly clear-cut logic of 
the proposition to stop all im¬ 
migration thus loses its ^eeti 
of slmpUcity and validity.

Spain’s ‘moderate’ premier 
cannot cope with pressures

The 67-yeaiM>ld Spanish prime minister. Carlos Anas 
S'nvari'o, is fighting for sun ival as protests continue in Spain 
aiKl across the world over Hie execution of five guerrillas. 
Most obseners here have com luded that the “moderate” 
Carlos Arias laces iwlitical strangulatlw in tin* near future. 
He is unable to co[)e witlj the grtAnrig crisis beween the 
forces of the Left and the Right and he finds that on political 
executions, anci other important issues. ^11 the shots are still 
called by General Franco. 

Carlos Arias, a young iascist-mindcd lawyer, was brietly 
imprisoned by the Republican government at the start of the 
civil war in 193d. After being “liberated” by Franeo’.s troops, 
he was appiiintecf a military prr>secutor and by his zeal 
earned the unfortunate title of *‘Butcher of Malaga.” After a 
conventional but successful career thitiugh the ranks of the 
Falangist movement, during udiich time he was minister of 
the interior and chief of police, he was maile mayor of 
Maxlrid in 1965. 

★ ★ ★ 

When, in December 1973, Franco's most trusted lieu¬ 
tenant. Admiral CaiTero Blanco, was assassinated in Madrid 
by the ETA (Basque Separatists), the dictator chose Arias as 
tlK* new premier. Oddly, the former strong man. military 
pmsecut.*r and policeman’s friend. se«‘med u> mellow consid¬ 
erably after assuming office. The right wing were horrified to 
discover that the premier had ideas which were, by the stan¬ 
dards of Franco Spain, dangerously liberal. 

Arias is a man <rf intelligence, and like other former re¬ 
actionaries — Spinola of Portugal, for example — probably 
realizes, perttnps too late, that the world has changed and the 
choice lies between peaceful democratic evolution and tiolent 
re\'olution. 

Carles Arias is under >tnmg pressure today. 1’he righi- 
uang extremists in the goveimmeni. now in the ascendency, 
aix? demanding a rutiiless “law unit oixier” twlicy \A repres¬ 
sion again.st all the outlawed left-wing opi»osition. The para- 
milltaty jKlice f«jrce.s. Ixith the guardia civil and the s^»c«'et 
pf/liHtal branch of the ;n*ey-un*t.a metl pi.Jicia armada, wiiich 
iorm a ]owerlul lobby, insi-il on revenge fOr tlje assassinatu-n 
of policemen carried out.by membei> of the military wing of 
the ETA movement and tneir close allies, FRAP. 


FR.AP. the anti-fa.si-i<t Revolutionary Patriotic Fi*ont. is a 
hreakawa)’ taction of the official Spani.sh Communist Party 
'PCE> formed in Paris seme years ago. The Spanish Marxist 
revolutionaries rebelled again.st what they felt to be the pas¬ 
sive pilicy of the PCE. and demanded — and now have suc- 
ceetied in obtaining — more Niolent action in face of what 
they consider to be fascist aggression. 

I.,ast .\ugusi the government introduced a new anti-ter¬ 
rorist i!eci*ee whereby anyone accused of acu uf lorrurism, 
invoh ing afiack-s against the forces of public oi*der or the 
armed firces, or kidnai^ing. is tried by a “mast summaty” 
court martial. If convicted, the mandator)- sentence is death 
by firing squad or garotte. • •

the cabinet is pow-erless to jnte^^•ene in the so-called trials, 
conduned by army officers. There is no doubt that there is a 
serious split within the cabinet between the hawks and the 
dove>. and Carlos Anas Is caught in the middle.

CHICAGO — “I feel close to 
God. But I don't force Him on 
other [jeople.” 

That faith and a sense of 
humor have guided Kathy 
McAlvany, 28, of nearby 
Aurora, Ill., through years of 
affliction and a six-hour- brain 
operation. 

'T talk to Him. He listens,” 
she said in an interview. 

Kathy is one of 700,000 per¬ 
sons who suffer from spastic 
cerebral palsy. She had a 
pacemaker implanted in her 
brain to help her walk. 

“You will never know how 
good it is to be able to stand 
flat on your feet and not go 
flying all over tin? place," she 
said. 

Kuthy was paraly/ed in the 
lower part of her body, espe¬ 
cially her legs. "My l)ody was 
full of rubber bands pulling 
this way and that way. ^ly 
Ixxly could not do what my 
l)rain told it to do." 

In cold weather, Kathy said, 
“it used to take me five to 10 
minutes rust to put on my 
shoes." 

A cerebral palsy victim is 
born every 53 minutes In the 
United States. Causes are 
varied. Among them are pre¬ 
mature birth. bbKxl factors or 
a head in.jui*y- 

Kath>' was bont premature- 
Iv in a S'ln Diego, Calif., hos- 
pile) on July 31, 1947. 

Her falher had l>eon" killed 
in an auto accident l>efore she 
was Isjin. Her mother died at 
age -11. in 1958, when Kathy 
was 11.

The px>wer travels from the 
pack through antennae to the 
radio receiver and into tlie 
electrexles 10 volts for each 
side of the brain.

over she became the 241st 
[kerson in the country lo have 
a |>acemaker. 

“I left my crutches in New 
York," Kathy said. 

Physicians say the pace¬ 
maker in time may create 
new paths to the neurons in 
the brain. Neurons are like 
hundreds of tiny carburetoi-s, 
ail firing away. The pace¬ 
maker fires more of them and 
more evenly. 

She was hospitalized six 
weeks. 


During the day Kathy car¬ 
ries the power pack every¬ 
where as she works, at Chica¬ 
go Title and Trust Oo. She 
drives a car to work from her 
l)omc cRi Aurora's southeast 
side. 

•M night her unit runs from 
the house current. The power 
p^ck re-iharges while it is 
plugged into the outlet. If the 
[x/wer fails, an alarm goes 
off. 

But Kathy still has a 


20-hour supply of electricity: 
four hours in the pack and 
eight hours in each ^ttery. If 
she was completely without 
power for short periods of 
time, “it would not threaten 
my life — but it would be psy¬ 
chologically threatening." 

She lives alxjne witli hei* 
two dogs, a lOO-fxjund. German 
shepherd and a blooxihound. 
"They're good protection. And 
they are sometliiiig alive lo 
come home to after work," 
she said.

A source in the provincial government, how¬ 
ever, disclosed details of the agiwment. 


• The provincial govei’iiinent will assume full 
financial responsibility foi' operation of the 
museum. 

• The museum w'ill be allowed to stay in its 
pi'csent location — the Old Court House in Bastion 

Square. 

• The city will get full taxes for the building, 
which it owns. 

The agieemcnt appeal's to be an ideal .solution 
.Xor all pai'ties. 

The city has been complaining for yeai-s that 
allowing the museum to use the building i-ent-fi-ee. 


a cost equivalent lo $60,000 a year, was an undue 
burden on Victoria taxpayers. 

Tlie museum has been plagued by money prob¬ 
lems for years and there have been several occasions 
on which museum officials threatened to close the 
doors. 

Recently, the city tried to sell the building, 
hoping to get more I'etail businesses into Bastion 
Square. The mu.seum was told it would have to 
\acate by the end of this year. 

As an alternative, the city offered the museum 


I he Malahat Building on Wharf as a new home, but 
museum officials said the building was far too small. 

The matter became academic when the city 
received no acceptable bids for the purchase of the 
Bastion Square building. 

Wednesday afternoon, museum offieials had still 
no knowledge of tlie impending provincial takeover. 

Capt. Keith Cameron, museum director, said he 
expected word from the city by the middle of this 
month on whether the museum would have to move. 

“The last letter we goUwas dated June and 
we’ve heal'd nothing further,” he said.

the 800 million C?hinese ruled 
from Peking. 

Oiina still is in dispute with 
several of the 26 international 
federations that govern Olym¬ 
pic and other world spt)rt.

OTTAWA (CP) ~ A new 
$10>mil)ion maximum security 
penitentiary uill be built near 
Edmonton, it was announ«ed 
Wednesday. 

The penitentiarj-, to contain 
192 prisonei-s transferred 
from the old, o\’ercros\-ded 
I^iinue Albert. Sask., fn6\~ 
imum security institutitm, Mil 
be built on penitentiary ser> 
, vice land about five miles 
southwest of Fort Saskatche¬ 


wan, which is about 30 miles 
north east of Edmoi^ton. 

A statement fmm the solici- 
tur-generaars department said 
building would start in the 
spring and the institution 
should be ready for oc¬ 
cupancy by the end of 1977. 

Piince- Albert is the only 
maximum security insliluliun 
on tlie Prairies. 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand said in a stat#>le^t^ 


“We are no longer building 
large institutions housing as 
many as 400 inmates because 
their sheer size makes them 
very diffficult to manage, both 
fiom the human and program 
standpoints. 

“The new Edmonton institu¬ 
tion wilt oi)erate <m the li\ing 
unit concept, and inmates ^iTl 
be housed in groups of 31 in 
eight separate living 
quarters.’* 


Under the living unit con¬ 
cept teams of correctional of¬ 
ficers are assigned to ea^h 
unit of 24 so that a closer 
relationship can be es¬ 
tablished between officer and 
prisoner. 

The concept has been used 
in medium security priscHis 
and tile minister’s statement 
said it will be tried in all new 
maximum securltj* prisons. 


’The statement said the new 
prison will be “production- 
oriented’’’ and will manufac¬ 
ture products for other gov*- 
eminent departments. 

Vocational and academic 
training will be available and 
the prison will seek to es¬ 
tablish relations with commu¬ 
nity groups for “cultui'al, rec¬ 
reational. Sports and rehabili¬ 
tative tjurposes.”

Regional engineer G.

Talks ‘mutual laceration’

H jusirtg Minister L,.>me Nic- 
olfion boiTowx^ a pttrase 
heard befora uhen he tried to 
sum up a day-and-a-hal( hous¬ 
ing conference as it wound 
do\Mi at Hie Empress late 
Wednesday. 

"Yttu could call it a sort of 
mutual laceration,” Nicolscdi 
said in describing all.the thou¬ 
sands of words that had 
bounced around the Georgian 
lounge. 

No concrete recommen¬ 
dations came from the meet¬ 
ing and tlie minister said he 
didn't really expect any. “But 
it’s a good way to get c'oni- 
munication going in hoiusing 
and we perhaps can follow the 
m^ing up with others that 
would be more of a working 
committee type.” 

The conference was held to 
examine problems in the \'ic- 
torla area as they affecteii the 
private sector of tlie housing 
industry. 

Thus, panels of speakers 
were on the stage fmm the 
i-eal estate and development 
companies, from government 
mortgage lending agencies, 
trom trade unions and from 
municipal governments. 

Facing them, firing state¬ 
ments and (|ucstions. were 
about 85 people reprosentlng 
civic action gixiups. develop* 
ers. real estate salesmen, al¬ 
dermen. tenant and landloixl 
assuciatiems. There, w-as no 
shoitage of debate material. 

A similar e.verclse was held 
in Vancouver in June and 


some groups were reprc.seni- 
eJ at bw*th meetings. 

The real estate section got 
the municipal officials 
aroused at the start of the 
morning session w-hen several 
of that panel said the attitude 
of elected officials should 
change from negative to posi¬ 
tive. 

Tyidcal of the comments 
was one by Kiic Charman, 
president of the Real Estate 
Association of Greater. Vic¬ 
toria : 

“The attitudes of many mu- 
niciiiiil governmeni.s are 
wrong. Ihere are tJiose cxui- 
didates who run on negative 
programs and who go out erf 
their way to protect the cotit 
cept of low densities.” 

Cliarnian. aiier attacking 
“red tape” at municipal ot- 
fices. said senior governments 
could share the blairre for the 
situation where there are 
practically no apartments to 
ront. 

He said that the federal 
government's 1971 roling that 
disallowed the capital cost al¬ 
lowance and the provincial 
govenimenl'.s rent control bill 
<»f last >ear were two ma.ior 
items that cut deeply into 
apartment construction. 

i\nd, wliile attacking munic¬ 
ipal ijolilician.s, another deyrl- 
opcp. Robert McAdams, said; 

"But that official has a 
problem. How can lie go 
against those who f)Ut you in 
office?” 

Mc.\dams said it was dif¬ 
ficult to lind fault with regula¬ 
tions that apply to housing in 


the vanous communities; it's 
.just, he felt, that those re¬ 
sponsible for administering 
them .slkatld also take a m^ue 
positive altitude. 

Goixlon Reeson, head of tiie 
apartment ownei's a.ssocia- 
tion, said: 

“You knovy I’m getting sick 
and tired of being knowp as a 
villainous landlord, charging 
usuricats ratei. I've been in 
this business for 20 years and 
I'm proud of it. 

“Most ot us ai’c tiying to do 
a lair iob. And it must be 
rem)Cml>ered that 85 per cent 
i»f our inem1x>rshlp hxive pn>- 
IK'ities wdth less than 35 
suites, so we're really repre¬ 
senting smaller owners wlio 
often have their life sa\ings 
tied up in their investment.” 
more rnoro more 

Critics in the audience 
spoke up. One asked liow 
many of the 14,000 or so 
apartment units in the area 
would take people with chil¬ 
dren or pets. Reeson said he 
wasn’t against children or 
pets, admitted that not many 
were so housed but said also 
that they should be located in 
suitable garden-tj'pe accom¬ 
modation. 

Ksquimak alderman Lairy 
Mann took exception to state¬ 
ments about municipal red 
tai)e and n'*gative attitudes, 
and said to.) many developers 
were of the "get In, then get 
out" l>|)e. 

Other \*oices were heard. 
Ann Tarasolf, a tenant’s asso- 
elation representative, 
claimed that the right people 


tliose wln) are affected by 
the Lnck of accommudatiim 
weren't represented. 

Mortgage funds and federal 
assistance came in for long 
discussion. Heading the panel 
wuB Qiris IXnvling, Victoria 
manager tor Cenliul Moii- 
gasge and Housing Curp. 

lJuwling said he could see 
even higher interest rate* 
ahead. 11c noted said that 
hou.sing>turts in B.C. were up 
6 per cent over last year in 
the first 10 months but the 
bad news wa.s that tlie avail¬ 
able on<‘s were in the $58,nof) 
to $100,009 price bracket. 

The C'MHC manager said 
four big probleni.s confront 
liousing uxlay — inflation and 
its eflects on costs, tlie cost of 
land, shoil.age of capital and 
material shortage.s. 

The linger-rxjiniers came 
alive and Doug O’Brian, who 
manages a local private 
investor film, w'as asked by 
Shirley Schmidt of the United 
Housing Foundation: 

"Why do we have t) have 
wall-to-wall shag? Why 
saunas? Why a $30,000 salaiy 
to qualify for a mortgage?” 

O’Brian said private lenders 
must first of all have security 
lor their funds. 

“They don’t like subsidies 
and furtliermorc, they don’t 
like the political climate in 
B.C.,” he addded. 


Jim Sawyer, loader of the 
lalx>r panel, who is business 
agent and finaneial secretary 
for Local 1.598 United Broth- 
erhoiKl of C’an^entcre and 
Joiners of America, opened 
his ses.sion by saying: 

*T have die feeling that I’m 
talking to the wrong people. 
It’s sort of like looking at the 
Wlio’s WTio of the stock mar^ 
ket.” 

Sawyer went on to say that 
good housing is a fundamental 
right. 

"But the working man. with 
his gross .salary of $12,000 that 
nei.s at $9,000 cannot afford 
it,” he added. 

iiawyei’ detailed how a 10- 
per-fcnt mortgage, worked 
oDt o\er 35 year.s on the 
amount of $35,000, would re- 
.sult In the total payment of 
$145,924. 

Vince Sullivan, a <on.struc- 
lion f>reman, said there is a 
definite lack of specialized 
housing for the handicapped 
and others disadvantaged for 
various reascMis. 

James Campbell, chairman 
of the Capital Region Board, 
called on the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to take a fuller part 
in discusssions and asked it to 
iollow up the day’s topics.

He is president and founder 
of The Diebold Group, Inc., 
Tnanaigement counsel to such 
organizations as Xerox, Wes- 
tinghouse, IBM, General Elec¬ 
tric. Du Pont and Kodak, 
along with more than 100 city 
governments, most states and 
several foreign nations, in- 
chiding Britain and France. 

A pioneer in the field of au¬ 
tomation. Diebold says the 
wwld has become so compli¬ 
cated that without the con¬ 
stantly improving computer 
- “we simply wouldn’t be able 
to do a lot of things as well as . 
we do today.” 

In an interview he iwlnted 
to w-eather forecasts, l>ank 
balances. pa>vheques. insur¬ 
ance. supermarket inventories 
and check-outs as a few tyjii- 
cal functions performed by 
computers which we take for 
granted.

For example, ankylosing 
spondylitus — a complete fu¬ 
sion of the spine — sometimes 
afflicts, of all things, snakes. 

Infectious arthritis rapid 
destruction of a joint by bac¬ 
teria — is common among 
young animals, especially an¬ 
telope. 

Traumatic arthritis, usually 
the result of an injury, often 
cripples ’nwroughbred horses. 
And a rare and especially 
cruel form of arthritis — sys¬ 
temic tuiHjs erythematosus, 
tile painful s^velHng of joints 
— occurs in dogs. 

The National Arthritis Com- 
<nisui<m. which has been avi- 
ducting public hearings 
across the country aimed at 
gathering new financial sup- 
fjort for combating the dread 
disease, is interested in how 
arthritis strikes animals. 

That’s partly because what 
medical researchers find out 
about arthritic animals some¬ 
times helps in the study of

Currier and Ives made 
more lithographs during the 
second half of the 19lh centu¬ 
ry than anyone else in Ameri¬ 
ca. They had a unique style 
which captured, not only the 
events of that bustling age but 
also its spirit. Or maybe tlieir 
style was so persuasive that 
we have come to sec the 
period through their eyes. 

A lithographer, by the way, 
is the man who redraws the 
original picture onto a stone 
slab from which it is to be 
printed. He is almost never 
the original artist. 

Currier and Ives are mag¬ 
nificently collectible. They 
are in themselv’es a delight to 
own, they have artistic merit, 
Uie’y record history an devoke 
nostalgia. They are not exces¬ 
sively expensive and are iden¬ 
tifiable to a collector of even 
modest expertise. 

Each of their prints carries 
their name and addi'ess 
which, since they moved fre¬ 
quently. helps to date them to | 
within a few’ years. The first 
prints appeared in 1857 from 
152 Nassau Street where they^ 
stayed until 1872. note 

the following addresses: 125 , 
Nassau Sti’cel. 1872-1874; 


12.3-125 Nassau Street, 

1875- 1884: 113 Nassau .Street, 

1876- 1886: 108 Fulton Street. 
1886-1907 ; 33 Spruce Street.

Originals were printed m 
black and white and then col¬ 
ored by hand. Reproductions 
are made in colors which are 
sharper and more obviously 
mechanical. 

Currier and Ives prints ai’e 
almost certain to be in one of 
three sizes: 7,8”xl2.8'’: 
13”x20"; and 18'’x27'’. And fi¬ 
nally. watch for the pai>er. 
Originals are noticeably hea¬ 
vier than the modem paper 
used in most reproductions.

CHICAGO (AP) A lotion 
made from the female hoi’- 
m o n e estrogen reduces 
baldness in men when it is 
rubbed into their scalps, says 
a New York City physician 
who says he has successfully 
experimented with the treat¬ 
ment for the last decade. 

Estrogen cannot be taken 
by men internally without cer¬ 
tain undesirable side effects, 
such as enlarged breasts. But 
Dr. Edward Seltel says when 
estrogen is applied externally, 
it recces hair fallout in men 
and stimulates hair growth In 
bald areas. 

Dr. Seltel reported ’the re¬ 
sults of his experimentation in 
a scientific eidiiblt at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the American 
Academy of Family Physi¬ 
cians this week. He said the 
treatment is still in the ex¬ 
perimental stage and is not 
ready for commercial dis¬ 
tribution.

He said 45 per cent of North 
AmerlcEin men have pattern 
baldness, catised by an over¬ 
supply of the male hormone 
andix>gen. His treatment tries 
to bEilance the androgen 
excess with the female hor- 

Esuogen. which does not 
get into the bloodstream when 
applied in a topical cream, is 
related to gro^^ of hair on 
the soalp, while sndrogen is 
responsible for facial and 
body hair, Dr. Settel said. 

That’s why balding men 
may have an amide crop of 
chest hair. 

Dr. Setters estrogen cream, 
w’hich has a lanolin base, is 
massaged nightly into areas 
of the scalp where hair has 
disappeared but whicli still 
have living follicles. A sham¬ 
poo designed to reduce hair 
breakage is used tltree tim^ 
a w eek. 

Within four months of the 
start of treatment, hair losses 
dropped from 100 to 350 a day 
to an average of fewer than 
50 a day in most of the men 
froatod. Dr. Sett«4 stti'd. He 
said average dally hair loss 
for men who are not bald is 
about 100 a day or less.

Further to my notes in yes¬ 
terday's •u>luinn on tl>e winter 
storage of vegetables, I might 
say that »jver tlie years I have 
had ,a suiT^rUing number of 
letters from readers asking 
whether it is safe to eat pars¬ 
nips which have been left out 
in the ground all winter. 

I don’t know how this silly 
.'superstition ever got started 
- that over-'winlered pnrenips 
turn poisonous — birt there U 
absolutely nothing in it. 

In fad. on well-di'ained 
sandy l^am soil, I think by far 
the b^st way to store parsnips 
is w leave* them in the 
ground, pulling them up as 
needed. 

Frost holds no tenor for the 
parsnip in fact, its flavor 
and sweetness is tnipro\ed Dy 
I touch of frost. 

^ 

To prevent parsnips tmin 
becoming loo big and cr/arse, 
some gardeners dig them ui> 
in the fall, twist off their tops, 
then i-eplant them upside 
down to check any further 
growth. 

This should be in a sjxjt 
close to a hal’d path so they 
can be gathered in wet 


weather without muddy boots. 

Mind you, you can’t lea\’e 
parsnips in the ground in 
heavy, wet soil infested with 
slugs: in this case they should 
be stored in peat moss, saw¬ 
dust or sand as for carrots. 

We have an enlirefy dif¬ 
ferent situation with winter 
squash and pumpkins, as 
tliese need very much 
warmer and drier conditions 
than the root vegetables. 

Given the proper storage 
c<utditions, pumpkins will 
keep for two months, and the 
har^kinned winter squash — 
Buttercup, Butternut. Hub¬ 
bard, Aconi, Uconn and the 
lilte — have been stored 
successfully for as long as six 
months.

It Is a good idea to w’ipe the 
skins with a cloth moi.stened 
in a solution of household 
bleach (Jave.\'. Perfex, 
Chloi*ox», one part blea<h to 
three parts water, to prevent 
molds and mildew. 

If at all possible. i)lace your 
winter squash and pumpkins 
in a VERY wanri room. 25 to 
30 degi'ees C.. for a period of 
two weeks, this curing or 


after-ripening adds consider¬ 
ably to their storage life. 

TTien transfer to a modera¬ 
tely cool, dry place, ideally 8 
to 10 degrees, and they should 
be up off the floor on shelves 
or racks to avoid c<»itact witi> 
dampness and turned oc¬ 
casionally.

This treatment, incidental¬ 
ly, is correct for the oniai'nen- 
t^l gourds which, after dll. 
are simply inedible forms of 
squash. 

After curing for two weeks 
in a very warm but well ven¬ 
tilated place, coat your 
gourds lightly with clear 
wax, or better still, with a 
good grade of auto body wax, 
and polish with a soff cloth. 

For my mone>% this is very 
much i>etler than -painting 
them with shellac or varnish, 
which tends to flake off.

'I’he cauliflower is one of 
oui’ most difficult vegetables 
to store, and even under ideal 
conditions it has a storage life 
of only a few weeks. 

For this rea.son, I think it is 
best to leave them in the 
ground until the time for real¬ 


ly severe fiT»ts .arrives.. — 
they can take a few light 
ground 

Use spring clothes pegs to 
pin a couple of the outer 
leaves together over the top 
of the ci^ to keep the rain 
out. 

Another good stunt is to 
take out a spadeful of soil 
alongside the stem and on the 
north side of the plant. Bend 
the plant over tqw'ard Uic 
rwrth witii your foot and 
dump the shovelful of soil on 
the lower stem to hold it in its 
slanting position so the low 
winter sun cannot oii'ike the 
cuiii.

Examine your cauliflower 
every few days, cutting each 
one as it reaches prime condi¬ 
tion. for this vegetable is 
quick to become <A’e rb lo wm . 
and useless after it reaches 
it.s peak. 

With all cauliflowers, calj- 
buges and sprouts standing in 
tlie garden, it is important to 
remove promptly' any lea\’es 
which may be turning yellow, 
as these give off a horrible 
smell, so strong it can impar' 
a taint to nearby vegetables.

The liigh I'Oin’t, which nor¬ 
mally sits with three, five, 
seven or nine judges, heiuxl 
the case with eight — four in 
favor of the apjjeal, four 
against. It is the first lime 
ever tJ>at the court has had a 
tie. or in effect, a ntm- 
decision. 

Il has been a&ked to decide 
the case of Edgar Wesley 
I-Un, who pleaded guilty to 
rape and wounding in 1973 
arid was sentenced lo 12 
years. He appealed the length 
of the sentence to the Ontario 


Appeal Court which increased 
il to life. I 

Hill's lawyers argued before 
the Supieme Court that the 
CixiuTi gave notice it would 
seek a longer sentence more 
than tv,x) months after the 
deadline for seeking leave to 
appeal. They said there was 
no Cro\\n cvoss>»appeal sub¬ 
mitted by the deadline.

You Ray you don’t dream? 
Nonsense. We all do, about 
two hours e\ery night, about 
2 U minutes per dream, and if 
we'i% smart tt'e'U n^e the 
most of them. 

Tltat from !>. Joseph Kate, 
one of the nation's leading 
authorities on dreaming, uho 
says: 

"Personally. I could never 
see getting high on drugs. To 
me my liigh is a wild dream.” 

Katz doesn’t recommend 
that everyone should be 
turned on by his o^^■n dreams, 
but he does suggest that we 
review tJiem more carefully 
in order to learn more hxan 
them. 

"I think It is a mistake to 
go into deep, intelledtual, 
mytholofdcai interpretations," 
Kats said in an interview’, 
"hut we all can get a bit o( an 
emotional message from each 
dream." 

Katz, a faculty mentber of 
the National Psycholoeical 
Association for Psycho¬ 
analysis and author of 
L>reams Are Your Truest 
Friends, said dreams may in¬ 
dicate Intelligence but may 
also be misleading in that re¬ 
gard. 

"I have received some very' 
creative unusual, deeply in¬ 
volved dreams from seenung- 
ly simple, uneducated people," 
he said. 

On die other hand. Katz 
said he has confidential 
access to some of Alber Ein¬ 
stein’s dreams which he said 
he is not at liberty to make 
public. 

'^t I wa* amazed at how 
banal his dreams were. 

"TTiey were simple, every¬ 
day dreams giving no Inkling 
at all that we an? dealing wtth 
probably the greatest genius 
who ever lived.” 

Some i^eople can stop a 
dream in a midstieam if it 
appeal's as if it will turn out 
to be unpleasant. Katz said 
Uiis is a comnum and good 
thing to be able to do. 

E)reamlng in cokir? 

"^fo^e and more people are 
dreaming in color, perhajis 
because of color TV. Women 
dream more in color than 
men. perhaps because they 
have more accessibility to 
their feelings or are more 
emotional. 

•T think It is a mistake to 
tjy to think that we can ana¬ 
lyze all dreams. Some are un- 
fatlioniable and we liave to 
accept that.” 

Katz said he believes that 
dreams can be w’amlngs. 

Yet. he said, the vwrst of 
the warnings need not come 
uaie. 

"But mich dream.s should 
nrrt be ignored." he «aid. 
'•They are signals for i» to lie 
on guard." 

Iv«t/ said dreams don’t 
apitmd w’ i t h unimportant 
things, and their warnings 
slviirirl not be ignored. 

Mliile Kat/ svigeests tliat 
(h*eam9 can l>e iJtopbetic he 
urges cauti'^in in trying !«■> 
pi-rtl1ct the future with tiiem. 
pointing out that we hear 
only nbait the dreams that 
have proved accurate. 

But how alwut dreams of • 
people <lying?

"It Is the fear rrf full living

punishment.” 

.\iul dreaming “f specific 
ppr«ons flying, accoixllng to 
K.atz. by no' means signals 
that we want these jieoule 
dead. But it may help u.s ai^ 
r»reciate the people and the 
life they rened before it is 
too late.

actly the kind of speech \ir- 
tually patented by^ Harold 
Pinter 60 years later. 

Its hlgh-bom heroine runs 
off with hei* gai-dener. and 
this was long before D. H. 
Lawrence found a lover for 
Lady Oiatterly. It concerns a 
Iil)erated woman, a theme 
Shaw found highly useful later 
on. 

Ann Leete is the youngeit 
daughter of a wily p>olitician 
w’ho is gambling for his {Mtiti- 
cal future with his daughter’s 
hand us the stakes. 

But Ann is nn outspoken in¬ 
nocent, all doe eyes, and 


elhrm-s in Mia Farrow's por¬ 
trayal, who sticks stubbornly 
to her wn half-formed ideas. 
She rejects being manoeu\Tod 
into a political marriage and 
instoad blurts out a proposal 
to her lovv-bom gai-dener. 

One of Barker's themes is 


class conflict, and he fills in 
this outline with extravagant 
cunning. Many of his 20 chai'- 
acters are linked by intricate 


cruss-coiuiections, and they 
speak in an oblique dialogue 
wliich can only be called Pin- 
teresque.

Can scientists understand 
and eventually use on earth 
the mysterious chemical 
processes by which some 
giant red stars toss off more 
eneri?y than tliat aimed at 
planet by the sun? 

Periiaps. 

A young CalTech-Jet. Pix)- 
puision Labol'atoty scientist, 
using high-speed computer 
techniques, is searching for a 


key to the formula producing 
auch outbiu^ts of heat and en- 
ergy sp the process might be 
I'eproduced to a lesser degree 
on earlh as a new power 
souri'e. 

Some of the secrets of nu¬ 
clear "cooking” in llie big rcvl 
stars millions of light years 
away ali'eady are being un- 
\elled by Dr. Juliana Christy- 
Sackmann. a CalTech • as- 
li-ophysicist. 

■ Deep in the hearts of these 
giant oM stars helium bums 


violently, erupting in Hashes 
that astronomers have studied 
NNlth mounting interest for 
many years. Now, however, 
the chemical changes that 
occur with each flash are si¬ 
mulated in a computer at a 
pacie 500 times faster than 
heretofore jwssible by Dr. 
Oiristy-Sackmann. • 

Great volumes of cai1x)n 
are produced during this su- 
perhot helium burning, Dr. 
('hristy-Suckmann says. The 
flash, heat ranges up to 


million degrees centigrade 
(471? million ^degiees Fahren¬ 
heit) in some stars. 

"There's an aw’ful lot of nu¬ 
clear cooking going on out 
there," says Dr. Christy-Sack- 
mann. 

• "Some of these red giants 
are a tliousand times larger 
than the sun, others are shed¬ 
ding mass and apiiear to be 
on the verge of falling apart." 

She is in the second year of 
a continuing NASA-sponsored 


project for JPL's Planetary 
Atmosphere Section at Pasa¬ 
dena, CaJif. ♦ 

The study, w’hich already 
ha.s uncovered the role that 
the nuNing of heiium and hy- 
tlnigen gases play in fueling 
the stellar fires, even may 
slied light on the problem of 
stellar evolution, or how.stars 
were bom in the first place. 

"A convective tongue of he¬ 
lium seems to he driven 
through tlie layet's of burning 


shells in sorne old stars and 
outward tow'ard the envelope 
of their hydrogen surface," 
Dr. Clunsty-Sackmann says. 
"Tlie hydrogen also may 
tliop dowTi so they overlap. 
This would give an cxti*a en¬ 
ergy kick to the old star." 

Whatever tlie mei'hanism 
which creates such tremen¬ 
dous energy bursts, the stellar 
•funiuces" yield counllees el- 
emenis. Atoms of Light ele¬ 
ments like lithium and of 


hea\'y metals like zinxiniuin. 
yttrium and others have been 
discovered in red stars, Dr. 

^ (’Jiristy-Sackmann reports. 

She is seeking to fathom tin* 
roles of the vaious elements 
In the life processes of a star. 

vDr. Oirisly-Sackmann a<r- 
fpiires star "profiles” in a 
unique wayT*By remote con¬ 
trol from her CalTech office, 
site transmits data on each 
star flash to a CDD 7600 com¬ 
puter, l>elieved to be the 


•fastest m the country, at the 
University of California's 
I^awrence radiatiMi lAborato- 
ly, Berkely. 

The computer analyzes 
each flash in less than five 
minutes, a saying of 300 times 
in hours and money over pre¬ 
vious methods, she claims. 

A flash may represent any¬ 
where from a fraction of a 
year up to a million years in 
the evolution of a red giant 
star.

Labor Minisfor Williiun King .said Wednesday he 
was sure the B.C. Federation of Labor roaclion fo his 
controver.sial Bill )-i6 would be modified over tlic 
nc.\l few day.s. 

Bill 146, the Collective Bar¬ 
gaining Continuation Act, be¬ 
came law Tuesday. It ordered 
a 90- to 104-<lay coolint;-<»ff 
period for four major labor- 
management conflicts and 
made it illegal after 5:40 p.m. 
today for forest workers, pulp 
and paper workepsr propane 
delivery truck drivers, super¬ 
market workers and em¬ 
ployees of B.C. Railway to 
strike or be locked out. 

The B.C. Federation of 
Labor has attacked the legis- • 
lation as “brutal strike¬ 
breaking.” and it has pledged 
to fight the new law even so 
far as advising trade unionists 
to defy the new law. 

'T think, perhaps, that is a 
resiwnse generated in a 
rather hasty fashion." King 
said. “I think it's an initial 
response. I believe that the 
B.C. Federation of Labor, as 
a central organisation in this 
province, takes its responsi¬ 
bilities seriously. 

"They give leadership not 
only in terms of good trade 
union principles, hut also in 
gf)od citizenship principles. I 
am sure that on reflection and 
further consideration their jmj- 
sition will be somewhat modi¬ 
fied." 

With the deadline lor 
workers to be hack on the iol> 
only a few hours aw'ay. King 
was asked what action he 
would take against workers or 
employers who retused to 
obey the government edict. 

“That’s speculating on 
problems that may or may 
not occur.” ho said. “I have 
to make the presumption that 
people are going to respect the 
law and comply with the laws 
of this province. 

“I think everyone must 
demonstrate their respect for 
law and order in this society 
of ours, .so I wouldn’t want to 
speculate on non-compliance. 
Tliat would probably l>e in¬ 
flammatory at thfs tinic." 

King said the genoi*al reac- 
tion to the new legislation had 
so far been good. 

“It’s a varied reaction.” he 
said. “There are certainly 
wide numbers of people ap¬ 
plauding It, both trade union 
members and trade unions.” 

He admitted however, that 
he had received other calls

The country currently e.v 
ports 730.000 barrels of oil a 
day to refiners in the United 
States. e 

The board decision follows 
an announcement late last 
month by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries that its jirices would in¬ 
crease Oct. I by $1.05 to $U.51 
a barrel from $10.46. 

But, because of transport 
delays, the new OPEC prices 
vurn't expected to atfecl sales 
m North America until Nov. 
1 . 

Under a two-year-old pro¬ 
gram. the federal government 
levies a tax on oil exports to 
cover the difference between 
a frezen domestic.price of S 8 
0 and the higher international 
prices. 

Funds from the lax are 
used to offset the cost of sul> 
sidizing the 800,000 barrels of 
oil imixjrtet! from the world 
market daily for use m east- 
om provinces, lowermg its 
price to $ 8 .

Garden notes 


Furthei\to my notes in yes¬ 
terday’s •-'olumn on the winter 
Ktoraee of \'e^tab]es, I might 
say that over the years I have 
had a siuprislng number of 
lettei's from readers asking 
whether it is safe to eat pars¬ 
nips which have been left out_ 
in the ground all winter. 

I dcn't Jmow how this silly 
superstition ever got started 
— that o>*er>w’lnter^ parsnips 
tum poisonous — but there is 
abM^eiy nothing in it. 

In fact, on w*el]<<irtlned 
sandy loam soil. I think by far 
the best way to store j^nips 
is to leave them in the 
ground, pulling them up ak 
needed. 

FtDst holds no terror for the 
parsnip — in fact, its flax'or 
and sVveetness is improved by 
a touch of frost. 

★ * 

To prevent parsnips from 
becoming too big and coarse, 
some gardeners dig them up 
in the fall, twist off their tops, 
then replant them upside 
down to check any further 
growth. ^ 

This should be in a spot 
close lo a hard path so they 
can be gathered in wet 


weather without muddy boots. 

Mind you, you can't lea\« 
parthlps in the ground in 
heavy, wet soil Infested with 
slugs; in this case they should 
be stored in peat mosi, saw¬ 
dust or sand as for carrots. 

We have an entirely dif¬ 
ferent sltuatk» with winter 
squash and pumpkins, as 
these need very much 
warmer and drier conditions 
than the root vegetables. 

Given the ' proper storage 
condltiotis, pumpkins will 
keep tor twx> months, and the 
hardskinned winter squash 
Buttercup, Butternut, Hub¬ 
bard, Acorn, Uconn and the 
like —- have been stored 
successfully for as long as six 
months. 

★ a* ★ 

It ts a good idea to wipe the 
skins with a cloth moistened 
in a solution of household 
bleach (Javex, Perfex, 
Chlorox), one part bleach to 
three parts water, to prevent 
molds and mildew'. 

If at all po8.slbl€. place your 
winter sqitash and pumpkins 
in a VERY warm room. 25 to 
30 degrees C., for a period of 
two weeks, this curing or 


after'ripening adds consider¬ 
ably to their storage life. 

Tlien transfer to a modera¬ 
tely cool, dry place, ideally 8 
to 10 degrees, and they ab£^Id 
be up off the floor on shelvtis 
or racks to avoid contact with 
dampness and turned oc¬ 
casionally. 

★ ★ ★ 

This treatment. Incidental¬ 
ly, is correct for the omainen- 
tal gourds which, after all. 
are simply inedible forms of 
squash. 

After curing for two weeks 
• in a very warm but well x'en- 
tllated place, coat your 
gourds lightly w’idi clear floor 
w’ax, or better still, with a 
good grade of auto body wax, 
and polish with a soft cloth. 

For my money, this is very 
much better than painting 
them with shellac or varnish, 
w'hich tends to flake off. 

★ *r * 

The cauliflower is (me of 
our most difficult vegetables 
to store, and even under ideal 
ccmditions it has a storage life 
of only a few weeks. 

For fliis reastm, I think it is 
best to leax'e them in the 
ground until the time for real- 




ly severe frosts arrives — 
the)^ can take a few light 
ground frosts. 

Use spring cIotl>es pegs to 
pin a couple of the outer 
leaves together over the top 
of the cti^ to keep the rain 
out. 

Another good stunt it to 
take out a spadeful of soil 
alongside the stem and <m the 
north side of the plant. Bend 
the plant over tow^ \ the 
nortn with your foot and 
dump the shovelful of soil on 
the lower stem to hold H in its 
slanting position so the low' 
winter sun cannot strike the 
curd.

Examine your cauliflower 
every few days, cutting each 
One as It reaches prime condi¬ 
tion, for this vegetable is 
quick to become overblown 
and useless after it reached 
its peak. 

With all cauliflowers, cab¬ 
bages and sprouts standing in 
the garden. U is important to 
remove promptly any leaves 
which may be tiiming yellow. 
as these give off a horrible 
smell, 80 strong It can Irn'par* 
a taint to nearby vegetables.

X n>year-o]d .San Francisco girl named Linda Salcedo 
not very long ago entered a beauty contest calleJ the 
California Teen Pageant. As everybody who can whistle A 
Pretty Girl Is Like a Mekxly through sexbst teeth should 
know, the socially redeeming part of beauty pageants is the 
talent c'>mi;elition. 

Tliese are strange and trying times we live in. and 
perhaps Linda was hoping to dramatize a little of this in tlte 
climax to her act. technically described as a dance.

breaking.” and it has pletlged 
to fight the new law even s>t 
far as advising trade unionists 
to defy the new law.

OTTAWA (CP) - The ex¬ 
port ta.x on crude oil shipiicd 
to the United States will be 
raised by $1.05 a barrel effec¬ 
tive Nov. 1 to match recent 
increases in world oil prices, 
the National Energy Board 
said Wednesday. 

A lx>ard spokesman said the 
increase will raise the tax on 
high quality oil to $4.30 a bar¬ 
rel from $3.45 and on heavy 
oil to $4 from $2.95. 

The country currently ex¬ 
ports 750.000 barrels of oil a 
day to refiners in the United 
Stales. 

'Hie hoard decision follows 
an announcement late last 
month by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun¬ 
tries that its prices would in¬ 
crease Oct. I by $1.05 to $11.51 
a barrel from $10.46. 

But. because of transixirl 
delays, the new OPEC prices 
aren't expected to affect sales 
in North America until Nov. 
1 . 

Under a two-year-old pro¬ 
gram, the federal government 
levies a tax on oil exi>orts to 
cover the difference between 
a frozen domestic price of $8 
and tite higher international 
prices 

Funds from the tax are 
used lo offset the cost of sub¬ 
sidizing the 800.000 barrels of 
oil imported from the world 
market daHy for use in east¬ 
ern provinces, lowering its 
price to $8. 

Because of transport prob- 
~ tfuns. oil produced in Alberta 
senses the Canadian market 
west of the Ottaw-a River val¬ 
ley and is exported to the 
United States. Areas east of 
the valley depend for supplies 
on imports.

The agi'eement appears to be an ideal .solution 
for ali paities. 

The cHty has been compiaining for years that 
aliowing the museum to use the building rent-frge. 


a cost equivaient to $60,000 a year, was an undue 
burden on Victoria taxpayers. 

The museum has been plagued by money [irob- 
lems for years and thei e have been several occasions 
on which museum officials threatened to close the 
dbcri's, ‘ — ~ — 

Recently, the city tided to soil the building, 
hoping to get more retail businesses uito Bastion 
Square. The museum was toid it would' have to 
vacate by the end of this year. 

As an alternative, the city offerc'd tile mitseum 


the Malahat Building on Wharf as a new home, but 
museum officials said the building was far too smail. 

The matter became academic when the city 
received no acceptabic bids for the purchase of the 
Bastion Square building. 

Wednesday afternoon, museum officials had still 
no knowledge of the impending provincial takeover.

Housing Minister Lorne Ni- 
culson. addi'essing about 100 
invited delegates in the djing 
moments of the conference, 
singled out Victoria alderman 
Murray Glazier to remind 
him there were funds avail¬ 
able for inversion mortgage 
loans for the city. 

Those special loans, fi¬ 
nanced by the federal govern¬ 
ment but distributed by the 
province, give owners of 
houses built before 1931 the 
c’hancc to borrow mon^y at 
reasonable rates to build 
jwtjjier rental suites. 

Under tJie other scheme, 
also announced by Nicolson. 
regional districts could set up 
housing corporations able to 
borrow up to 90 per cent of 
the cost of a loan to set up 
land assemblies. 

Nicolson said it would take 
a request from city council to 
gel Uie new mortgage scheme 
tor rental suites under way. It 
IS a scheme that has wxirked 
with some success in outlying 
cities but has not been taken 
up in Vancouver, Burnaby or 
New Westminister because of 
zfrfiing restrictions. 

Glazier w*as ' enthusiastic 
about the possibilities. He ex¬ 
plained later m an interview 
about j.OOO homes fit the cate- 
goiy in Victoria, big enough 
to build one or moro suites. 

"It really means that a lot 
of older people, wxMrying 
about their properties, can 
now gel some return in rent 
nK>ney and won't have to 
move," he said. 

Glazier, who heads council's 
Iwusing committee, said (fie 
Item would be put to commit¬ 
tee of the whole next Tuesday 
and will be submitted to coun¬ 
cil within a week. 

Under section 15.1 of the 
National Housing Act. the 
plan provides for 20-year 
mortgages. First mortgages 
of $12,000 for the first suite 
construction can be had at 8 
(>cr cent and a second suite 
could tjualify for $6,000 at the 
same rate. Second mortgages 
would cost 9 per cent. 

Glazier predicted that 
"hundreds" of such suites 
would be built when the 
scheme is under way. 

Tile suites will be built In 
single-family dwelling are^s. 
wliich. since a sideyard re¬ 
striction wSs removed Iasi 
spring, don’t have to be it- 
zoned. 

Tlip Victoria alderman, who 
also serves on tlie region 
board, said he could envisage 
the rogion being able to put 
together about 50 acres in the 
westeni part if it moves on 
the other fund, which is avail¬ 
able under section 43 of the

Potato 

harvest 

best 

in years 

While Vancouver Island's 
potato harvest was tJic best, in 
years, cauliflower and cab¬ 
bage yields have been disa{> 
iwinting so far. 

So says Geoff Vantreight, 
who grows vegetables and 
spring flowers commercially 
and is president of the Van¬ 
couver Island Vegetable Co- 
Operative Association. 

"Cauliflower doesn’t head 
up in cold weather such as vve 
had in August and rain makes 
tile cabbage more leafy and 
rough than we like them," he 
said. 

"Too much ram at the 
wrong time for cabbage 
helped the potatoes along ti’c- 
mendously.’’ 

According to the co-opera- 
tive’s manager Doug Philp. 
the late ixitato crop of nett^ 
gems is excellent, with yields 
considerably heavier than last 
year. 

Total potato haj'vcst this 
season is estimated to reach 
10,000 tons, said Vantreight. 
Most of it is destined for the 
V'ancouver Island market. 


Accused admitted positioning wife ’s body court told 


A statement to police in wiudi Ed¬ 
ward Robert Nicholet said be iiositionod 
his wifc’.s body on a flight of Stan'S in 
such a way that it vMwld (all into the 
water was obtained after he hac^lM^en in 
custody — without being charged — for 
more tlian 24 houre. B.C. Supreme 
Court was told Wednesday. 

Nicholet. 22, of 1345 Pandora, had- 
been repeatedly questioned by {lolice 
during those 24 hours, giving tliree 
6 ther statements before last one 
was taken, Mr. Justice Craig Munroc 
and a nine-man, tfiree-woman jury was 
told. 

The testimony came from two Vir- 
tAi'ia city police <letectives. KenneUi 
IIoiMuaii and Frederick Mills, who 
arrested Nicholet about 7 p m. March 1. 


the day Uie body of his estranged w’lle,. 
Patricia Rose Nicholet, 18. was found 
on a ro< ky beach at the foot of Barnard 
SU-eet in Victoria West. 

Nicholet is on trial on a charge of 
non-capital murder in connection with 
his wife’s death.

The statement said Nicliolet had pu- 
siiicmed his wife’s body near tlie bottom 
of the stairs in such a way tliat he felt it 
would topple into the water, and h»d 
^me home. 

But. Nicholet continued ui Um? state¬ 
ment. he couldn’t sleep once he g^l 
liome. 50 he had returned to the stau-- 
case, only to hnd his wife's bodv gone 
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
